REPORT . 


Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1904,  I  have  to  express  my  regret  for  my  delay 
in  doing  so  -  delay  which  has  been  entirely  owing  to  the 
confusion  caused  by  my  recent  change  of  residence. 


By  those  qualified  to  give  an  opinion,  it  was  con¬ 
sidered,  and  I  now  believe  rightly  so,  that  I  had  under¬ 
estimated  the  population  of  the  District  in  my  report  for  the 
year  1903,  in  putting  it  at  1500,  I  now  estimate  it  at  1700, 
for  1904,  and  it  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  census  of  1901 


it  ¥/as  1412.

During  the  year  there  were  31  Births  -  13  Males  and 
18  Females;  the  rate  being  18.2  per  1000,  as  compared  with  an 
average  of  20.2  since  1899,  and  27.9  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  in  1904. 


The  total  Deaths  were  28  of  which  2  must  be  deducted, 
as  of  non-residents  occurring  in  Public  Institutions  in  the 
District.  The  nett  number  of  deaths,  according  to  the  system 
adopted  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  their  tables,  is 
therefore  26,  and  the  death  rate  15.2  per  1000.  Of  these  26 
however,  3  were  here  only  on  account  of  illness,  and  one 
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unidentified  infant,  not  "belonging  to  the  District,  was  found 
dead  on  the  foreshore,  so  that  the  number  of  deaths  of  persons 
properly  belonging  to  the  District  is  22,  and  the  rate  is  12.9 
per  1000  as  compared  with  16.2  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Wales  in  1904. 

Eive  persons  died  under  the  age  of  one  year,  the  rate 
per  1000  Births  being  161.2,  but  of  these  two  did  not  properly 
belong  to  the  District,  and  one  died  from  congenital  malforma¬ 
tion.

There  were  no  deaths  from  Infectious  disease  except 
those  from  Consumption. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  22  deaths 
properly  belonging  to  the  District  there  were  seven  bet?/een 
the  ages  of  70  and  80  and  three  over  80. 

There  were  67  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified  - 
a  formidable  total  -  but  fortunately  most  of  them  were  measles 
and  none  fatal.  The  analysis  is : -

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A  serious  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in  October  and 
November  necessitating  the  closing  of  the  Council  Schools  on 
October  18th. 

These  schools  were  in  the  first  instance  ordered  to 
be  closed  for  28  days,  but  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  it 
was  found  necessary  to  extend  the  closing  for  another  seventeen 
days,  making  six  weeks  and  three  days  in  all. 

The  three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  on 
October  4th,  October  6th,  and  December  9th  respectively,  and 
were  all  isolated  cases. 

The  two  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  on  July  2nd 
and  August  18th  in  separate  families  and  separate  localities. 

No  cause  could  be  discovered  for  either  on  investigation. 

The  case  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  on  August  6th. 

The  drains  were  found  in  good  order,  and  the  water  from  the  well 
supply  in  the  house  was  on  analysis  found  good. 

On  January  21st,  I  received  information  from  the 
M.  0.  H.  for  Hull  to  the  effect  that  a  member  of  the  crew  of 
a  smallpox  infected  ship  had  come  to  Withernsea.  I  at  once 
investigated  and  found  that  the  man  had  come  here  on  Jan. 16th, 
without  bringing  any  of  his  effects  with  him,  and  had  returned 
on  Jan.  18th.  His  family  refused  vaccination.  I  should 
perhaps  explain  that  the  smallpox  had  been  discovered  on  Jan. 

19  th. 


In  addition  to  inspections  made  from  time  to  time  of 
special  circumstances,  I  made  general  systematic  inspections 
of  the  District  in  July  and  September,  and  found  the  general 
sanitary  condition  of  the  District  good. 
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On  October  10th,  I  made  a  detailed  and  therefore 
somewhat  lengthy  Report  of  my  inspection  and  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  nearly  all  the  matters  of  importance  have  already  been 
attended  to,  the  necessary  notices  served  and  the  works  com¬ 
pleted. 


In  July  a  serious  stopx)age  was  discovered  in  the 


main  sewer  in  Railway  Crescent.  The  sewer  was  at  once  opened 
out  in  several  places,  and  found  to  be  "out  of  level”  at  the 
point  of  stoppage.  This  was  re-laid  and  the  sewer  has  been 
working  satisfactorily  since. 


On  a  Special  Rom  attached,  I  give  my  report  on  the 


administration  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  of  1901  during 
the  year .

In  this  I  able  all  deaths  of  “Residents  occurring’  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 
without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the 
several  age  groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among 
the  deaths  in  their  respective  “Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the 
deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public 
institutions  in  the  district  are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of 
this  Table. 


( J l  ,ee^  uotes  on  1  able  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 
1  ublic  Institutions  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“  Localities  ”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 


(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of 
“  Residents  ’  or  of  “  Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to 
e  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should 
equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I.

Under  the  heading  of  “Enteritis”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro¬ 
enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric  catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry 
from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  should  have 
reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term 

Diarrhoea  Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should 
be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all 
legistered  deaths  from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.
